SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Legislators 
hope to adjourn their record length session 
late this week alter drawing up new 
districts tor themselves and enacting a 
$550 million payroll witholding tax bill 


Lawmakers returned today trom a long 
Thanksgiving holiday alter shuttling both 
reapportionment and the tax measure off 
to conference committees. 
The panels will work out differences 
between the Senate and Assembly versions 
of the proposals. 


The tax bill would close a $310 million 
revenue gap in the state s $6.8 billion 
budget, raising a total of $550 million 


About $200 million would be used for 
building construction with $23 million going 
for business inventory tax relief. 


Assembly Republican Leader Robert T 
Monagan of Tracy said "This program is 
only a pale shadow ol the sweeping reform 
packages discussed earlier in the year, but 
it does promise some needed relief while 
balancing the budget, and I rn afraid that is 
the best we can hope for this year 


Assembly Democrats are pressing for it 
to contain more property tax relief for 
senior citizens but the bill s author. 
Republican 
Assemblyman 
William T 
Bagley of San Rafael is opposed to that

Bill will give Nixon 
power over economy 


WASHINGTON ( UPI » —The Senate today considers a bill 
to give President Nixon control over the economy for 17 
more months —power so vast some Democrats warned that 
Congress would rue voting for it. 
Sen William Proxmire, I>Wis..said he would fight the 
bill. He predicted consumers and workers alike would be up 
in arms before the 17 months are over and, presumably, 
would be ready to retaliate against President and Congress 
alike. 
But the mood of the Democratic majority seemed to be to 
give Nixon all he sought in economic controls so that he 
could 
not 
blame 
the Democrats 
if 
inflation and 
unemployment still were headaches in 1972. 
Republicans, for their part, showed little appetite lor 
trying to strike from the bill a section inserted by the 
Senate Banking Committee over the White House s 
objections. 
It would restore to workers back pay tor negotiated 
raises prevented from taking effect during the 90-day wage- 
price freeze unless such raises are 
unreasonably 
inconsistent with the Pay Board s guidelines. 
The Pay Board has voted twice over labor s objections to 
refuse to allow retroactive pay raises to take effect across- 
the board. 
Raises worth $2 billion to $6 billion —a relative drop in 
the overall economic bucket — would be restored bv the 
bill.

Rain hampers search 


WOODLAND. Wash. (U PI)- If “ D.B. 
Cooper,” the skydiving hijacker is alive 
and well in the woods near here, it's a safe 
bet to say he's holding 10,000 soggy $20 
bills. 
Rain came to this area Sunday in 
buckets. During the day the storm clouds 
broke tor a moment and Woodland s police 
chief-pilot, Joe May, was able to make one 
flight up the Lewis River gorge to check 
out another in a series of false leads, a 
• parachute'' in a tree turned out to be a tin 
roof on a hillside. 
The FBI agent in charge of field work 
here. Tom Manning, took his radio off the 
hook and spent Sunday dodging reporters 
and 
doing 
old 
fashioned 
leg 
work—checking leads, stopping at airports 
and interviewing resident after resident in 
the area of the search, which enters its 
fifth day today. 
A Northwest Airlines 727 jetliner was 
hijacked between Portland. Ore. and 
Seattle Wednesday night Saying he had a 
bomb, a soft-spoken, middle-aged hijacker 
torced the plane to land in Seattle where he 
left off all the passengers, collected 
$200.000 ransom and four parachutes and 
said he wanted to go to Mexico 
Somewhere between Seattle and Reno. 
Nev., where the plane was to refuel. "D.B. 
Cooper bailed out with the money. 
"We've taken radar reports, it's all been 
computerized and we feel he's in this 
area," Manning said from his Woodland 
headquarters. The estimate was based on

Soviet spacecraft missing? 


MOSCOW i UPI i —One Soviet spacecraft 
approached Mars today on a mission 
seeking possible life, but there was no word 
on the fate of its sister ship already due at 
the red planet 
Pravda, 
the 
Communist 
Party 
newspaper, said Sunday the unmanned 
Mars 3 was "approaching Mars" at the end 
ot its six-month journey from earth But it 
said nothing about Mars 2, which blasted 
off nine days ahead of Mars 3. 
In Manchester, England, scientists at 
the Jodrell Bank Observator said Sunday 
one of the two ships had arrived and was 
orbiting Mars, but they did not know which 
one. 


"We are assuming it is Mars 2. 
a 
Jodrell spokesman said 
But it could be 
the 
other 
one. 
There’s 
no 
firm 
indication. 
Sunday s Pravda report caught the 


interest of Western space experts because, 
previously, the few Soviet progress reports 
always treated them as a joint mission and 
mentioned both ships. 
At that point, the Western analysts said 
they were hesitant to speculate whether 
the Mars 2 mission had gone wrong 
because it was possible the ship had landed 
or was in orbit. 
The Soviets often delay reports on space 
missions until they are confident all is 
well In addition, the U.S. Mariner 9 Mars 
probe has been watching a global dust 
storm 
that 
could 
have 
caused 
postponement ot Soviet arrival plans 
Mars 2 and Mars 3 are the biggest 
unmanned spaceships in history, five tons 
each. They blasted off May 19 and May 28 
respectively on the 290 million mile flights. 
Soviet sources said both were assigned to

This program, directed by 
the planning commission, involved citizens 
of all rank and file into committees to 
establish community goals ranging from 
parks and recreation to population density . 
The administration and City Council 
heartily approved. 
But where was the man who was 
supposed to sit at the desk and ponder 
zoning ordinances, conditional use permits, 
sign ordinances, lot set-backs, lot splits, 
tract plots? 
The simple fact is that a community 
development director, if you have one, is 
that and more too — and probably more 
too. which has caused all the fuss.

NEW YORK—(NEA)—In 
the wards of mental hospi­ 
tals, on the streets of cities, 
there are mentally ill peo­ 
ple who want to become in­ 
dependent, self-sufficient 
members of the community 


For most of them, it is a 
hard, often lonely, journey 
back into the real world. Of 
all mental diseases, schizo­ 
phrenia—the disease that 
causes people to lose touch 
with reality—is the most 
serious and the most com­ 
mon. There are more than 
200,000 schizophrenics in 
this country. Many are de­ 
serted by their families and 
have nowhere to go but in 
stitutions. 
One organization, funded 
by both private and public 
sources, that helps these 
mentally ill is F o u n t a in 
House. The New York-based 
organization that handles 
some 1,000 persons in a 
three-month period. Its pur­ 
pose is to teach the mentally 
ill how to find their mental 
health and their place in 
the community. 
As one member put it, 
“ For so many of us, Foun­ 
tain House is first of all . . . 
a beginning.” 
It was a beginning for a 
20-year-old deaf girl who 
came to the organization 
two years ago. She had been 
deaf all her life, but her 
parents had never learned 
the handsigns to communi­ 
cate with her. She had never 
learned the signs herself. 
She came to F o u n t a in 
House, where a deaf social 
worker helped her. In two 
years, she has gone from 
"inside” jobs—w o r k i n g at 
tasks at the House itself—to 
transitional jobs on the out­ 
side. Now she is being placed 
in a full-time job of her 
own. She is planning to at­ 
tend business school. And 
she is no longer alone. 


"I think it was here that 
I related to people for the 
first time,” a member ex­ 
plained. “ All the people 
here— we re like one bie 
family. We care about each 
other. And we help each 
other.” 
F o u n t a in House staff 
members work at a family 
atmosphere. Their facilities 
are designed like a large 
private home, complete with 
living room, music room, li­ 
brary and patio. There is a 
beauty parlor on the prem­ 
ises. managed by a staffer 
and manned by members, 
where hair is set for 25 
cents. A snack bar, run by* 
members for members, gives 
an alternative to the no-cost 
dining hall fare. 
People come to Fountain 
House on a voluntary basis. 
There is no membership fee. 
In return for a member's 
interest, F o u n t a in House 
provides jobs, job training, 
apartments and counseling. 
The emphasis is on inde­ 
pendence. Fountain House 
is a stopping-off point, a 
training ground for people 
who have been out of the 
real world who want to get 
back in

All mental illness is not 
incurable, but its victims 
need help to get back into 
the real world 
Fountain House was the 
first psychosocial rehabilita­ 
tion center founded in the 
United States. The idea for 
it was formed by patients in 
the wards of Rockland State 
Hospital in New York. Origi­ 
nally, they met as inmates 
to help each other get out of 
the hospital and to ad just to 
the community once they 
were out. 
In 1945, when many of 
the original group members 
were on the “outside.” they 
formed WANA. The initials 
sta n d for: We Are Not 
Alone. From that day on, 
they weren’t. From informal 
meetings on the steps of the 
New York Public Library, in 
coffee shops, at the YWCA, 
the group became an organ­ 
ization. In 1948, with the 
help of some interested vol­ 
unteers, WANA became 
Fountain House. 
Now the organization is 
expanding its services and 
activities. There is a thrift 


shop, run by members, 
whose goods are supplied by 
many of the large New York 
stores. Here, slightly dam­ 
aged goods are sold at a con­ 
siderable markdown Train­ 
ing in clerical work, in the 
use of office machines and 
in some computer work is 
available. 
Members work in transi­ 
tional "outside” jobs, often 
as messengers, on a half-day 
basis. During the rest of the 
day, they work at chores in 
the House. 
The House has both a day 
and an evening social pro­ 
gram. where members come 
to meet and be with each 
other. The atmosphere is 
one of openness. A visitor is 
likely to be greeted by mem­ 
bers with a smile and a 
"hello.” Members greet each 
other and staff members 
with easygoing warmth. 
Joan Foster, who works in 
the fund-raising department 
of Fountain House, explains 
how staffers relate to mem­ 
bers. “ I’ve been here a year 
and it’s taken me awhile to 
learn to deal with members. 
Many people react to men­ 
tal illness with fear—of the 
unknown, the different. At 
Fountain House, they treat 
mental illness as an illness 
that can be cured, with un­ 
derstanding and warmth.

U 
nder the current program of controls and freezes, 
you are: 
Asking working men and women to make sacrifices 
in holding down wage demands. 
Asking businessmen to make sacrifices in holding 
down prices. 
What sacrifices will government make? Government 
surely doesn’t want to ask others to make sacrifices it 
isn’t prepared to make itself. If your program to control 
inflation is to succeed, government must do two things:

As wage and price in­ 
creases are deferred, so too should spending for new 
federal programs be deferred. 
It is also time for C'ongress and all agencies of gov­ 
ernment to evaluate existing programs by their measur­ 
able results and get rid of the deadwood programs that 


have a proven record of ineffectiveness. Congress too 
seldom reviews the need for legislation previously en­ 
acted. 
Will you, Mr. President and Members of Congress, 
face up to these needs? 
Only you have the authority to investigate, hold hear­ 
ings, ask questions and sit in judgment of these spend­ 
ing questions. If you don’t know where and how to stop 
spending, then you should set up the proper mechanism 
to find the answers. 
If the citizens of the United States must struggle 
under economic controls then government should, in all 
equity, restrain its own actions, with emphasis on re­ 
duced spending and a restrained money supply. 


It is time for government to cooperate with the 
American taxpayer in this fight against inflation. 
Mr. President and Members of Congress, the re­ 
sponsibility is yours.

The committee 


Editorials, such as this, are written with 
the specific purpose of convincing readers 
of this newspaper the opinion of this news­ 
paper on matters which we consider vital 
to the community. 
A news development during the past few 
weeks prompts this editorial — the actions 
of the Mayor's Committee to Review 
Personnel Rules of the city. 
The committee, in our opinion, is not 
conforming to its original charge or 
responsibility. It is a witch hunt, designed 
primarily to bring disgrace to a boss, who 
within Council-approved rights, fired an 
employe. 
The committee was charged with the 
responsibility of reviewing city personnel 
rules as to tenure and tiring of department 
heads of the city. We doubt sincerely, in 
tive meetings of the committee, whether 
all ot the committee members have even 
read 
the 
personnel 
rules. 
The 
co- 
chairman. Mr. Bruce Sharpe, at the 
committee s last meeting, did not know 
probationary terms ot department heads. 
The terms are clearly spelled out in the 
rules. 
A 
number of the committee, duly 
inlluenced by Mr. Sharpe, appear to be 
charged up to go into “secret session'' to 
get their business done. We violently 
oppose such a course because it is, simply, 
illegal. The committee has no responsi­ 
bility to hire or fire a public official. The 
Brown Act. the anti-secrecy law of this 
state, only allows such sessions tor the 
purpose of a governing body to discuss the 
hiring or firing of a public official. 
We believe there would be no committee 
at all it it had not been for the dismissal of 
a department head by the city adminis­ 
trator. The mayor. Conscious of political 


implications and pressures over the tiring 
of such an embryonic popular individual, 
yet aware that the dismissal was in order, 
yielded to the pressure of the followers of 
the dismissed employe. 
After five 
sessions of the 
mayor- 
appointed committee, it appears that 
under the influence of Mr. Sharpe, their 
direction is aimed only at the following: 
To bullv the person who discharged 
the department head. 
To urge that the community develop­ 
ment director of the city be a “ unique 
department head answerable only to the 
City Council. 
(We wonder how other 
valuable city department heads feel about 
this and we are sure that Mr. Sharpe, in 
making such a recommendation, did not 
bother to find out >. 
To conduct secret sessions in order to 
hear 
testimony 
of 
“ smtchers' 
not 
satisfied over city positions but without 
allowing recourse to their accusers. 
It is our plea that the committee should 
either be disbanded or concentrate their 
studies and 
recommendations on the 
following: 
— Should the city administrator have the 
absolute 
right to hire and fire city 
department heads without 
prior City 
Council approval? 
Should the probationary period ot 
department 
heads 
and 
public 
safety 
employes be reduced from one year to six 
months, three months? 
— Should an employe on probationary 
status 
have 
the 
right 
to appeal 
on 
dismissal? 
We believe it is wrong for the course ot 
this committee to be directed at an 
attempt to disgrace or force dismissal ol 
personalities to tit the rules. 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Sharing costs 


TOKYO — The present troubled 
uncertain moment in the life of this 
extraordinary people is comparable,

the expulsion of Taiwan from the 
United Nations, is hard pressed in 
standing up to the storm 
When Secretary of the Treasury 
John Connally came here at the end 
ot his Asian tour sounding as gentle 
as a cooing dove with a Texas 
accent, he lobbed the ball into the 
Japanese 
court. 
He 
suggested 
several ways that Japan might 
move toward agreement with the 
United States and removal of the 10 
per cent surcharge that has caused 
such resentment not only here but 
around the world One was to float 
the yen above the present float ot 10 
per cent to 20 per cent That would 
nave the effect ot raising the price 
of Japanese exports by roughly the 


amount ot the surcharge. 
The so-called voluntary quotas 
presently on steel and textiles, the 
latter brought off with such rough 
arm-twisting, could be extended to 
cover autos, television sets and 
electronic and electrical equipment 
that have so successfully penetrated 
the 
American 
market. 
Or the 
Japanese 
could 
remove 
the 
restrictions of American capital 
investment and certain of the tariff 
barriers 
that 
anger 
American 
exporters. 
It 
is another area 
that the 
troubling doubts arise over the 
rapidly deteriorating relationship 
between the two Pacific powers. 
The suggestion is that, in defense, 
Japan has several choices. One is a 
direct payment to the United States 
ol part of the cost of defending the 
whole Pacific basin. A second is for 
Japan to buy from the U.S. a much 
larger share of military hardware to 
sustain 
an 
expanded 
defense 
posture. 
Whether any government could 
survive 
a 
move 
for 
expanded 
defense is questionable. Pacifism, 
the resolve never to go to war again 
after the disastrous defeat of 25 
years ago, is deeply rooted. The 
hints that Japan may eventually 
develop a nuclear defense of her 
own — apparently without any 
substance — have a fearful sound 
here in the only country ever to feel 
the force of an atomic bomb 
That 
way 
out 
is, 
for 
the 
foreseeable future, nonexistent. In 
the long term it could lead to the 
rise of a new militarism gradually 
accepted 
by 
a 
people 
feeling 
themselves 
humiliated 
and 
abandoned by a once-kindly and 
loving uncle. The impact in all of 
Asia, where the memory of the 
Japanese conquest is still fresh, 
hardly needs underscoring. As for 
China 
and 
President 
Nixon’s 
overture 
to 
Peking, 
even 
the 
suggestion of such an alternative 
will rule out the possibility of

anything more than a television 
spectacular out of the presidential 
mission. 
The 
love-hate 
relationship 
between the two great Pacific 
powers carries the complex dead 
weight of the past. At the end of the 
war Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s 
benevolent reign provided the image 
of a benign America, the kindly 
uncle helping with the technological 
know-how to rebuild the shattered 
nation. Sheltering under the U.S. 
nuclear umbrella was taken for 
granted, with Japan spending one 
per cent of her gross national 
product on defense as against nine 
per cent for the U.S. The miracle of 
economic recovery proceeded with 
astonishing speed. 
Now all this has been rudely 
interrupted. Even if an economic 
agreement can be worked out. the 
relationship will never be the same. 
So much more needs to be done. In 
many areas — urban congestion, 
pollution, 
education 
— 
Japan’s 
problems are like America’s, and 
they cry out for cooperation. It is 
not 
enough 
today 
for 
friendly 
missionaries to express the familiar 
friendly sentiments.

It

WASHINGTON (NEAi - The 
Democrats, 
admirably 
bent 
on 
making their presidential nomin­ 
ating process more democratic, are 
getting involved in some things that 
either 
will 
actually 
be 
quite 
undemocratic — or will look that 
way. 
For instance, one of the big 
reform goals is to have convention 
delegations balanced as to race, sex, 
age and other population factors. 
But it has been recognized all along 
that wide open voting procedures in 
many 
places 
may 
produce 
majorities that will swamp out 
blacks, women and young people as 
delegate prospects. 
At a July meet 
luly meeting here of the 
M c G o v e r n - F r a s e r 
reform 
commission, one member blurted: 


“ Let’s face it. If 
we 
want 
these 
groups 
reasonably 
represented in the 
delegations, 
were 
just going to have to 
dictate that result.” 


That's just about the way the 
matter 
is 
shaping 
up. 
The 
commission’s guidelines allow a 
state to choose up to one-third of its 
delegation on an at-large basis. 
Procedures will vary widely, but 
one specific purpose is to permit a 
qualified party group (the elected 
district delegates, or an up-to-date 
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state committee» to name a certain 
number of blacks, women, etc. 
Unmistakably, the party will be 
enforcing a desired result by fiat. 
To note this is not to criticize the 
objective. It is merely to observe 
that the process of achieving it is not 
democratic. 
Reaching for fair, full partici­ 
pation 
in 
another 
realm, 
the 
companion O'Hara commission on 
convention reform is proposing that 
two key convention committees — 
on platform and rules — hold early 
hearings and make final reports 10 
days before the convention opens 
July 10. 
The aim is clear: to permit 
extensive testimony, ample time to 
prepare a well-thought-out report, 
and for delegates to study the 
f inished product so they really know 
what they are voting on. 
Just one hitch. The convention 
committees are to be made up, of 
course, of duly elected delegates. 
But, according to present rough 
schedules, 1,510 delegates or two 
more than half the convention total 
of 3,016 are to be chosen after June 
1. Some 790 will be chosen in 15 state 
conventions, and another 720 in six 
primaries. Included are such huge 
delegations as New York (278», 
California (271), Michigan (132), 
Texas (130). 
Obviously, the important platform 
hearings (some to be regional) will 
have to be held over a span of two or 
three weeks in June. With no 
delegates yet chosen, who will serve 
from 
New 
York. 
Michigan. 
Colorado, 
Utah, 
Virginia, 
Washington. Arkansas and others? 
The O'Hara commission says 
states in such cases can send 
"temporary representatives” to the 
committees, the substitutes to be 
chosen at “ an open, well-publicized 
meeting of a democratically elected 
party committee,” A lot of state 
committees are picked, however, a 
year or two back 
Thus much ot the committee 
groundwork next June could be done 
by people who are not delegates and 
who do not meet the test of being 
“ currently representative 
All this 
in 
the 
name 
of 
more 
open 
committee effort. 
Then, too, the party’s choice 
of a presidential nominee at the 
convention site is being advertised 
as “ more open than ever.” But in 
1972 there will be 10 state primaries 
binding on the chosen delegates, 
against five in 1968 And more than a 
fourth of the 3,016 delegates will 
come to the convention thus legally 
bound next year, as compared with 
less than one-sixth of the total in 
1968. The choosing may be very fair 
in the states, but the binding effect 
will make the convention look less 
rather than more open
